ater  July  12-13.  All  cast  mem- 
bers are  taken  from  workshop  par- 
ticipants, and  all  technical  work 
is  done  by  them.  They  are  also 
permitted  to  work  on  Mask  Club 
plays  and  major  productions. 

Directed  by  Professor  Charles 
Whitman,  the  workshop  began  last 
year  and  has  a two-fold  purpose. 
“It  is  partially  a recruiting  pro- 
gram for  drama.”  Dr.  Whitman 
explained,  “but  we  also  want  to 
influence  LDS  drama  students  with 
cur  concept  of  what  theater  ought 
to  be.” 

Dr.  Whitman,  who  has  had  ex- 
theater, finds  plenty  of  tasks  to 
keep  everyone  busy.

WHO'S  BEST  DRIVER? 

The  record  of  young  drivers 
worsened  in  1966.  Drivers  under 
25  years  of  age  were  involved  in 
almost  32%  of  the  fatal  accidents 
as  compared  to  30.3%  in  1965.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  drivers  under  25  constitute 
about  19%  of  all  licensed  drivers. 
Thus  young  drivers  are  involved  in 
almost  70%  more  acidents  than 
their  numbers  warrant.  Both  the 
older  groups  improved  their  re- 
cords in  1966. 

Over  the  years  young  drivers 
(under  25)  and  old  drivers  (over 
65)  have  been  involved  in  propor- 
tionally more  fatal  acidents  than 
nonfatal  accidents.  The  largest 
group  of  licensed  drivers  (25-64) 
tends  to  be  involved  in  fewer  fatal 
than  nonfatal  accidents^  The  rea- 
sons for  this  are  obscure.  Perhaps 
it  can  be  accounted  for  by  saying 
that  the  young  are  quick  and  im- 
patient and  the  old  are  stubborn. 

Which  is  the  better  driver,  man 
or  woman?  From  the  information 
available  today  it  is  imposible  to 
tell.  Available  figures  show  only 
accident  involvement  by  sex  and 
do  not  take  into  acount  the  number 
of  miles  driven  or  the  conditions

Alcohol  has  been  found  to 
contributing  factor  in  more 
half  of  fatal  trafic  acidents. 

This  fact  has  been  establi 
through  post-mortem  studies  of 
sons  killed  in  these  accid- 
These  studies  have  been  condu 
in  a number  of  states,  and  th< 
suits  agree  remarkably.  Thus  £ 
evidence  is  clear  that  there 
significant  connection  betweer 
cohol  and  trafic  accidents,  espe 
ly  fatal  ones. 

CHANCES  BECOME  GREAT 
You.  as  an  individual,  will 
to  make  up  your  own  mind  a 
your  personal  drinking  habits 
driving  a car.

school  Robison  came  to  BYU  in  the 
fall  of  1941.  Due  to  the  war  effort 
athletic  emphasis  had  been 
dropped  in  the  United  States.  His 
education  was  interrupted  between 
1943  and  1946.  While  he  was  in  the 
Navy  he  attended  midshipman 
school  during  that  period  and  was 
discharged  as  a lieutenant. 

In  1947,  Robison  returned  to 
Brigham  Young.  While  attending 
BYU  he  concentrated  on  track,  par- 
ticipating in  the  half-mile,  one- 
mile  and  two-mile  runs.  Robison 
recalls.  “There  were  times  when 
I had  run  and  won  all  three  in  one 
track  meet.”  From  1947  until  he 
graduated  in  1949  he  lost  only  one 
race. 


In  1948  he  moved  up  to  5000 
meters  and  placed  third  in  the  na- 
tion. This  achievement  qualified 
him  for  the  1948  Olympics,  held 
in  London. 

An  unusual  situation  took  place 
in  1949.  He  was  teaching  Health 
Education  and  P.E.  while  still  go- 
ing to  school.  It  was  also  the 
same  year  that  he  made  the  Ameri- 
can track  team  that  toured  Europe. 
Upon  graduation  in  1949,  he  ac- 
cepted the  position  he  now  holds 
as  head  track  coach. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  head 
track  coach,  Robison  has  been  a 
member  of  the  National  Track 
Coaches  Executive  Committee.
